Cabinet Machinery 


.. London, Jan. 22, 

Mr Churchill to-day in the House 
of Commons submitted briefly the 
main Ideas he had formed with much 
thought and some experience upon 
the machinery for conducting the 
war. - He was replying to the debate 
which opened yesterday by Mr Bevin 
on Natlonal manpower. 

The Prime Minister did not take the 
view that Parlfament, with its debates 
nnd criticisms, were drags and burdens 
on the Government. On the con- 
trary, debates on large issues were 
of immense value to the nation’s lfe< 
blood, and of grcat _ assistance to 
Government. : 

In the present circumstances, the 
War Cabinet, composed of four or 
five men free from departmental 
dutics, would ‘not. give the best re- 
sults. The present War Cabinet, 
consisting of cight, held a great mony 
fey posts, and he thought it better 
they should work that way, than to 
have five ministers without contact 
with departments, He could assure 
the House that the power of these 
great departments was in many cases 
irresistable. Be as ; 

If jt ever became necessary to ap- 
point o Minister of Defence who was 
not also Prime Minister, then that 
Minister must be in effect First Lord 
of the Admiralty and also Secretary 
of State for Wor and Air, 

Not Dictator Country 

“We do nat live jn a dictator coun- 
try where people can be brutally 
overruled, but in a country where 
Cabinet governs, subject to continual 
superintendence of action and cor- 
rection by parliament,” he sald. : 
Mr Churchill referred to the recent 
Announcement of articulation of 
Government committces, - These he 
compared to honourable men ‘Wwork- 
ing for common objects and they 
coutd make their departments carry 
out’ a: decision with alacrity, An 
Smportant executive, for example, con- 
sisted “of the heads of five great de- 
partments, namely Supply, Aircraft 
Production, Controller's department 
of the Admiralty, Food Ministry and 


the Board of Trade. 

“If those men cannot know how 
to bring In the greatest volume of 
importance, we would be very, much 
disappointed and surprised. Similar 
principles inspired tho creatfon of a 
production executive which conslsts 

—of-three- supply-ministers,-who—also. 
constitute a committee~ regulating 
purchases in the United .States. So 
for they have given satisfaction to oll 
concerned and sonic very. important 
practical decisions have “been taken 
in complete agreement, F 7% 

“There is no more formidable 
effective organisation of power than 
the unlon of four or five consenting 
minds, ench of whom has at his dis- 
posal: full ond necessary powers 
entrusted to him. 

"IT accept the ‘responsibility of 
making sure that the general policy 
of the War Cabinet fs correctly inter=" 
preted by these executives. In no 
other way can business in wartime 

. proceed with the necessary dispatch. 
It is up to the Minister charged with 
the study of port war problems of 
reconstruction. 
make a new world comprising a new 
heaven and a new -earth and no 
doubt a new hell (loud laughter). 

Practical Plan - 

“Jam sure that would be neces- 
sary in any balanced system . (re~ 
newed laughter). His task is to Jon 
a large practical system whic! 
Indispensable if our society is to 
move forward as it must. There will 
be four or five great spheres of action, 
wherein o practical immediate ad- 
vance can be made if we can con- 
tInue on the morrow of victory that 
unity which we have .used to bring 
victory. an 

“British losses in the present war 
so far, has been around 60,000. It 
is a terrible figure, but far less than 
the life Jost in a single protracted 
battle onthe Western Front In the 
Inst War.
